Certain unio n gro ups meanwhile hav e issued 
an ultimatum to the war labo r bo ard co ncerning the 
bo ard's handling o f the rubber wo rkers’ case, a gro wing 
practice. The air is full o f ultimatums. 
There is no po pular faith In their po wer. They are 
o f strictly limited usefulness. 
The President o f the 
United States sho uld no t hav e to draw deadlines in 
o rder to maintain pro ductio n in war plants; they co me 
to o clo se to the metho d o f desperatio n 
The natio n’s current labo r tro ubles, so me predict, 
will y £ t wo rse befo re they get better. There Is o ne ul­ 
timatum still In the ho le—the ultimatum to end ulti­ 
matums in wartime: Wo rk o r fight. Ev ery new strike 
bring* the natio n clo ser to the ultimate ultimatum o f 
do ing what, needs to be do ne at ho me o r do ing what 
nerds to be do ne in the armed serv ices. 


DOMESTIC SHAKEUP 
There is no thing In the pro spect o f a do mestic 
shakeup that can be called enco uraging, y et it pro b­ 
ably » anno t be av erted.

Tho se who hav e been critical o f the Ro o sev elt ad­ 
ministratio n In by go ne day s detect a striking similar 
iiy no w to the critical pattern usually fo llo wed in the 
New pea l day s: That the pro mise ex ceeds the per­ 
fo rmance. 
Inso far as an administratio n can be said 
to hav e character, this o ne has been distinguished by 
unusual mastery o f the art o f seeing what might br 
do ne jmd disco ncerting failure to back up Its v isio n 
with painstaking ex ecutio n. 
Thus, there seems to be 
significance in praise fo r the President’s handling o f 
fo reign affairs co upled with criticism fo r his handling 
o f do mestic pro blems. 
It is the same distinctio n that 
used to be made between his so cial planning and th* 
perfo rmance o f his o rdinary administrativ e tasks. 
If the plans fo r fighting the war abro ad are al’ 
made, as they are repo rted to be, there is no need fo r 
Mr. Ro o sev elt to spare a little time fo r co ncentrated 
tho ught o n the ho me fro nt 
pro blems.
